ed but a Babel of Confuſion and Diſcord ? The Ancients,at leaſt 
theGreeks and Latins were wonderfully Elaborate and Care- 
ful in the diverſifying, or Variouſly terminating the Caſes of 
their Nouns: From whith curious diverſity of Terminations, 
there reſults an Elegance of Conſtruttion, above what even the 
beſt of the Modern Europzn Tongues, (wich I take to be the 
Italian) z capable of - Expreſſing.- And beſides this Curi- 
oſity of Declination amongſt © the Greeks and Romans, the 
manner of their Derivation and Compoſition x alſo" very 
Ovſervable, ana worthy. to have been more Largely

Treated of, among other parts of Grammatical SubjeF, thar 
T have yet found it to be, in any Syſtem of Grammar: 
Whereupon having already Publiſy'd a Materia Verborum, I 
| Bave Adjoyned this ſmall Treatiſe by way of Eſſay, which as 
ſoccaſion ſerves, map be Improv'd and Inlarg'd. The knowledge 
then of Words whether Primitiue, Derruative,or Compoſs- 
tive, xs to be doubly conſidered, Firſt as to their Signification, 
"Next their Formaticn; and the firſs of theſe Knowledges , 
in my Opinion, is properly and Naturally the firſt part of a 
Learners Office, contrary to the Common . Method, ſince the 
Knowledge of the Name of any thing 1s ever antecedent to 
the knowledge of its Nature. He that hath Treaſured up 
in his Memory a competent ſtock of Words, will bethe more 
eaſily induc'd to take pains to inform himſelf of what ever 
may conduce to the Application of them, as any one will ſoon- 
'er ingage himſelf in the Concernments of a familiar and 
| known Perſon, than of a Stranger. Didtionaries we have 
many, ery Elaborate and Copious; more Copious indeed 
than what s abſolutely required for a Learner; it being mob 
apparently evident that one third part of the Words, even 
of the moſt Unaugmented Di&ionaries, will abundantly ſuffice 
for the Reading of any Claſſical and Authentick Author; be- 
ſides that not any one can be capable of making uſe of aDiCtio- 
nary, that is not Tollerably wersd in the Formation of Words. 
So that a well ordered Materia Verborum to be got without 
' Book, whether according to the uſual Merhod of the Nomen- 
clatura's, or otherwiſe, ought in my Opinion to be the firſs 
JPraparatory Work to be began with, as a Foundation for the 
Building up of a Latiniſt, or any other Ma#fer of Language: 
But for the gaining of a good ſock of Latin Words, there 
cannot certainly be any better Courſe taken, than a full and 
perfec® Acquiſition of all the Radical and Underiv'd, at leaſt 
ſuch as are purely and Naturally Latin : For tho perhaps 
| they amount not one with another, to the tenth part of thoſe
